ture of the Queen's diamond jubilee. 

l""ranco and Italy are taking strict pre- 
cautions against J^nghmd and India on 
account of tlie cholera and tho pUifiuo, 
tho former on account of tho British 
steamer Nubia, which recently arrived 
at Plymouth with cholera on board, and 
from wliicli all the troops except 
n few who are in the hospital, 
linve been landed. The Nubia has 
been docked in London and no further 
cases of serious sickness among her 
recent passengers have been reported. 
There ia no excitement at Plymouth, 
although the Hamburg-American line 
^teamers will touch at Soatbampton in- 
stead of Plymouth for the present on 
their trips from New York to Hamburg 
France now subjects all passengers from 
Plymouth to five daya' inspection. Both 
countries have issued decrees providing 
a;.'ainst possible introduction of the 
placue. 

The Chronicle says it is authorized to 
announce that it lias been determined 
to annex the lienin kingdom and to de- 
pose tlio king on account of tlie masa.i^ 
cros of the British expedition. 

A dispatch from Bonny reports that 

I ICngliahnian, believed to be Mr. 
Powis, one of the civilians with the 
British expedition to Benin, was cap- 
tured and taken to Benin. His fate "is 
unknown. 

Sir Thomas F. Grove, Bart., is dead. 
He was born in 1823 and served for some 
years in the army. From 1885 to 1892 
he was a member of parliament for the 
South division of Wiltshire. 

The Chronicle this morning publishes 
nn interview with Professor Heron of 
Iowa, in which he declares that the 
i!i>oplo generally , throughout the United 
States approve the Anglo-American arbi- 
tration treaty. 

A Constantinople dispatch to the 
rimes says that as the result of liusao- 
I'rench protests, the Sultan has oflered 
Marshal Fuad Pasha an acceptable post 
instead of ordering him into practical 
exile at liagdad because of his efforts to 
prevent iiiaasacreg. 

A dispatch to the Times from Odessa 
says that tho Russian government is 
taking stringent measures throughout 
South Russia toeKclude the plague. 

It is stated on authority in St. Peters- 
burg that the currency reform scheme of 
the Minister of Finance M. de Witte, 
may be regarded as certain of adoption. 
Meantime a ukase has been published 
which refers to the necessity of the 
resumption of the mintage, and orderint; 
that tho gold imperials be of tho value 
of fifteen instead of ten roubles, and of 
half im|)orials of value of seven and one- 
hall instead of live rouliles, these coins, 
however, being of exactly tho same 
wei^'ht and fineness as the existing coin. 

During the txiremony at St. JIary 
I.elion to-day confirming; the election of 
Dr. Mendell Creighton as Bishop of Lon- 
don, in succession to Dr. Temple, the 
new Archbishop of Canterbury, .fnbn 
Keneill, a layman, road a protest against 
|)r. Creighton's election on the ground 
of the prelate's desire " to undo tho work 
of reformation by introducing trinkets 
of Rome." He added the doctor had 
been unfaithful to the promises made at 
his ordination to drive out the orrone- 
ous doctrines and punish the "disobedi- 
ent clergymen, who are trying to intro- 
duce Romanist doctrines." The Vicar- 
tccneral refused to listen to the jirotest 
and Kensill protested again, f wi(;e ask- 
ing why tho Vicar-General did not call 
upon the objectors to come forward and 
why ho did not hear them. This called 
forth applause and the stamping of feet, 
minirled .vith cries of "Hear, hear, "and 
counter cries of "remember this is a 
church I "etc. Kensill and his friends 
distributed copies of the protest among 
those present. 

A diB))atch to the Pall Mall Gazette 
says that at a cabinet meeting just held, 
the Queen liegent of Spain presiding, it 
was agreed to introduce reforms in Cuba 
and a royal decree on the subject will be 
published on the King's fete day. 



STRIKE OxX 'nm SiNOW SHOE. 

Lively Time Expected at the Meeting of 
the War Eaele Shareliolders— 
The Colonna. 

RossLANi), Jan. 15. — (Special) — The 
strike on the Snow Shoe of the Big Three 
Company continues to improve. A 
Miner representative visited the pro- 
perty to-day and found the ledge to be 
about fifteen feet wide with ore all 
through. One streak ori the hanging 
wall is two feet wide and tho assays 
average about .^25 per ton. The per- 
centage of copper is high, which will in- 
sure low smelting charges. 

Tlie Colonna, which adjoins the ]\ronte 
Cristo on the north and is owned by a 
Montreal syndicate represented by J. F. 
Wardner, has two splendid showings of 
ore. The main tunnel shows two feet of 
shipping ore on the face, and the shaft 
shows one foot of clean solid cbalcopyrite 
in the bottom. Shipments from this 
mine will begin shortly. 

A special to the ° Mioer from Trail 
states that the C.P.B. has made ar- 
rangements to supply both the Nelson 
and Trail smelters with coke, beginning 
June 1. The coke is to be made by the 
Messrs. Dunsmuir at Union and the 
railroad has made a very low rate on it. 

A Bjiecial from Spokane states tliat a 
big row will occur at tlie meeting of the 
War lOagle- shareholders, wliicli is to 
take place in Spokane on ihe 20lh inst. 
It is stated there that the price at which 
the mine has been sold to the Gooder- 
hams is lees than ifS.'jO.OOO, that com- 
missions of $12.5,000 will be paid to the 
agents who negotiated tho sale, and that 
consequently the shareholders will only 
receive from' .$1.40 to $1.45 per share for 
their holdings.

THE PRINCESS DE CHIMAY.

MACEO^ BETRAYED. 

Inquiries Tend to Show That 'His Own 
Physician Turned Traitor. 

Havana, via Key West, Jan. 15. — ^It 
developes more and more bvery day that 
General Maceo, the insurgent leader, 
was led into ambush when he was killed. 
Prominent insurgents who have been 
entrusted with the task of investigating 
his death say that the story told oiHcial- 
ly ia in some features correct. Maceo 
easily passed the military line across 
Pinar del Rio, but the insurgents explain 
that this was only a portion of the plan 
which eventually resulted in the mur- 
der of tho insurgent leader. After cross- 
ing the military line, Maceo, with a 
small escort, was making his way to the 
province of Havana, with the intention 
of meeting the insurgent forces, when 
lie and his followers were sudden- 
ly confronted . by the Spanish, 
under Major Cerujedn. Maceo prompt- 
ly ordered a charge and led it in 
jierson. A volley from the Spanish ad- 
vance guard, composed of guerillas, was 
tired at the insurgents and Maceo sar^k 
wounded and dyimr upon his saddle. 
The insurgents now insist that iNlaceo's 
followers distinctly saw Dr. Zertucba, 
Maceo'a physician, among the Spanish 
guerillas, who apparently had ambushed 
the insufgents, and they point to ttiis 
and other facts as being proof that 
Maceo was betrayed by the Spanish 
physician.

^eter L. Trout, an Experienced Miner, Ad- 
vances the Theory That Placer Gold 
Comes From the Skies. 

Seattle, Jan. 15.— At a meeting of the 
Seiitlle Mining Bureau lield' laet night, 
Peter L. Trout, an experienced miner, 
declared that placei- gold came from tlie 
skies. In the cours of hia addreua lie 
BiEkid: 

" During tlie last ten years I have al- 
-waya maintained that tlie placer gold in 
Britieli Columbia did not come out of 
quartz veins, or, if any, only a very smuU 
portion of it. Whenever I made any 
Btatement of this sort I was at once ask- 
ed, if it did not come out of quartz 
veins, where did it come from? To which 
I have often very bluntly replied. ' How 
do you Buppoao I know?' I have 
learned to think this from dear experi- 
ence. 1 have eeen a creek rich in gold, 
and have spent time and money look- 
ing for quartz that the gold in the creek 
must have come from. In every in- 
stance it wag time and money wasted, 
and still worse, in one instance, when I 
was persuaded to go on one of these fool 
erranda an opportunity was missed that 
-would have made me some thousands of 
dollars richer. 

More than thirty years of patient toil 
and search, the richest creeks in British 
Columbia, or what have been the rich- 
est creeks in the country, ^have failed to 
show up any kind of rock in paying 
quantities anywhere in the neighbor- 
hood; and, on the other hand, we have 
Trail creek, which has been considered 
about aa poor a gold producer as thc're 
was in the country and which bus dur- 
ing the last year yielded up over $2,000,- 
OOt) in gold, all of which came from the 
rocks in its neifihborhood. Now, for 
many years I have firmly believed that 
gold found in the creeks of British Col- 
umbia did not come from quartz veins, 
but during my trip to Alaska during the 
last summer my viewa on this matter re- 
ceived a remarkable confirmation, aa I 
found gold under 'circumstances that 
anyone will say could not possibly have 
come from quartz veins, unless they were 
up in the sky. 

Eastern Oregon and the Big Bend 
country contain a great amount of the 
gold, but few nuggets, while British Co- 
lumbia has contained many nuggets, 
l)ut little fine- gold. This may be ex- 
plained by what seems to be a fact, that 
T,lie eastern parts of Oregon and Wash- 
ington are now in much the same condi- 
tion that they were when thia sea dried 
lip. In British Columbia it is quite dif- 
ferent. The sea that wo presume once 
covered that country dried up at a much 
earlier period, and since that time tliere 
have been upheavals all over the coun- 
try, and it now consists of small moun- 
tains, at least over the central part. If 
a sea did once cover that part of the 
country it eeema to me probable that 
where the last remnant of it dried up 
was in the Cariboo country, and if this 
was known to be a fact, the concentra- 
tion of placer gold in that section could 
be explained. 

If we only knew that away back in the 
past the sea did cover part of British 
(Columbia and was dried up, and very 
line flakey gold wae everywhere deposit- 
nd over its bottom, the changes that 
have since occurred would fully explain 
why it is now coarse or in the form of 
nuggets, and on account of the upheav- 
uIh gulches have everywhere been 
lormed. More than that, the country 
has been s-.vept by glaciers; end rocks 
and stones have been moving in all 
directions, independent of gravitation ; 
and after the glacial period passed away 
this rolling and eliding of rocka com- 
menced again ; and thia pounding pro- 
cess was renewe i on a larger scale. You 
should, however, bear in mind that I 
am not describing the way the gold 
came into the Greeks of British Colum- 
bia, 1 am only indicating to you wliat 
seems to be a possible, if not probable 
way ; and you will alao bear in mind 
that what has been aaid as to the origin 
of placer gold applies to no part of the 
world oxci'pt the country east of the 
Cascades. 

While at Alaska I determined to pay 
Mt. Fairweather a visit, which involves 
a journey of fifteen miles or more across 
a glacier. After 1 bad got about half- 
way across, the rocks aud stones dis- 
appeared and the glacier looked like a 
great fro-^en lake. The same black veil 
covered a considerable part oi it that I 
had seen on the Brady glacier and on 
the dead part of the Pe'rouae glacier ; bu t 
I noticed that it was not as black as it 
appeared at a distance, and that it con- 
sisted principally of ruby aand, exactly 
like what I had seen on tiie beach. With 
aome difficulty 1 gathered up about a 
quart of it and washed it in the gold pan, 
and there I found about twenty colors, 
exactly like those found on the beach. 

The problem was now solved, I had 
found where the ruby aand came from 
and how it bad found its way to the 
ocean beach. I was so far back on tlie 
glacier that I could look behind the foot- 
hills and could see lliat the leyel o( the 
glacier bel'Jnd them waH not far from 
their tops, and it was certain tliat, i)ot 
very long before, the glacier extended 
over the footbilla and ilowii to the ocsan. 
Thia would conBtitute an inclined plane 
about foi-ty milea long aud eight miles 
wide, or about 300 square miles of an in- 
clined plane of ice, and all the ruby aand 
and gold that it contained would find its 
way to a moraine along the beach, where 
the glacier was melted away by the eea 
water. This gold certainly never cumo 
in >iuartz veins, aa it was found in me- 
teoric dust, and heaven is the only i)lace 
that 1 can think o( that it could come 
from, or the ethereal blue vault above 
ua, or wherever meteoric dust comes 
from. 



risnn of Santa Clara had been reduced to 
2,000 men, while Gomez had 8,000 men, 
0,000 being armed. On January (i he in- 
vested the city, which w^aa well fortified. 
Gomez sent the infantry, under General 
Pabi, to the west of the city. The 
cavalry, 400 atrong, under Quinton Ban- 
dera, - vaa placed on the other three aides, 
ita main atrength being on the west. On 
tlie 0th, 7th and 8th there were akir- 
mishes, General Luque, commander of 
the Earriaon, being wounded on the latter 
day. On the 9th, at daybreak, the 
Cubana closed in on the town, the 
cavalry charging over the Spaniah earth- 
works and putting the enemy to flight. 
Bandera fell while leading hia men, and 
Boon died. 

Gomez gave iiia men only a night's 
rest. Then, leaving a garrison of 1,500 
men, he .pushed to the west. Those of 
his men who had no' weapons were 
armed from the Spanish arsenal; so that, 
in fighting men he was nearly as strong 
aa before the battle. 

No aooner had the newa of the fall of 
Santa Clara reached the planters around 
about than they began to flock to Gomez' 
standard. Every mile he went he got 
new recruita. The news received last 
night aaid he now haa an army of 18,000 
well equipped men.

The junta has no news. 

A Havana dispatch to the World says : 
Couriers who nave alipped through the 
Spanish lines in Matanzaa province 
bring the news that Gen. Gomez is un- 
doubtedly marching on Havana slowly, 
but surely, and that hia advance guard 
ia laying in waste the country aa they 
proceed. The people of Havana . are at 
last becoming alarmed at the situation, 
and all who possibly can have already 
left the place.

Maximo Gomez Captiu-es Sunta Clnra an-J 
is Continuing His filarcli. 

Nbw York, Jan. 16.— -The Press this 
uiofning claims to have received news 
through' private channels that Gen. 
M'liximo Gomez stormed and captured 
the important city of Santa Clara on 
January 9, and ia now moving on 
Havana with 18,000 men. The famoua 
cavalry leader, (Juintin Bandera, waa 
mortally wbnncled, the Press says, and 
6en. Laque, commanding the Spanish 
troops, was also wounded. 

The newa received laat night aaid the 
losses were : Spanish eatimatod killed 
and wounded, 900 ; prisonera, 700; can- 
non captured, 18; battle standards, i; 
riiles in Spanish arsenal, 6,000, with 
plentv of ainiuunition. Cubans killed 
mid wounded, 1,500, which ia (100 more 
Ihnn the Spanish loss.

AGAINST GENERAL WEYLER. 

He Has Not Achieved a Single Success— Ad- 
vance ol the Insurgents. 

Hav.\na, Jan 12, via Key West, Jan, 
13. — Referoncea to the advance of Gen, 
Gomez and the utterances of the friends 
of Cuba in the United Statea congreea 
are being freely distributed among the 
Cuban aympathizers here and in other 
parta of the Island, and are understood 
to be doing much towarda counteracting- 
the blow which the insurgent cause suf- 
fered through the death of Antonio 
Maceo. 

The statement was given out at the 
palace to-day that £milio Collazo and 
Eduardo Garcia, well known insurgent 
commanders, died recently from wounds 
received' in an engagement with the 
Spanish' troops in the province of Ha- 
vana. 

Captain-General 'Weyler is in bad 
humor, and with good reason. He waa 
with difSculty dissuaded a few days ago 
from sending Senor Pena. correspondent 
of the Madrid Heraldo, (o Moro" castle, 
and the newspaper man in question is 
not safe from the Spanish commander, 
who was aroused by the criticisms of the 
conduct of the campaign in Cuba. To 
such a decree haa the Oaptain-Geueral 
felt hia ill-temper that nobody outaide 
his military and civil advisers haa been 
able to seen him since hia latest return 
from the field. That he is in danger of 
recall nobody here for a moment doubts, 
in spite of the many oflicial and semi- 
official denials from Madrid, for it is re 
menibered that the same course was 
followed by the government in the case 
of the recall of Marshal Martinez Cam 

pOB. 

Captain-Generai Weyler cannot truth 
fully be said to have achieved a single 
success, diplaniatic, administrative, 
military or otherwiae. There are pro- 
bably more insurgents, better armed and 
Dupplied, in Pinar del Pio at the present 
moment than at any time since the in 
surrection broke out. Gen, Weyloronce 
openly remarked that the western por 
tion of that province alone contained 
7,000 armed men, and that large addi 
tional "bands" of insurgents were 
hovering about his trocha. The Spanish 
commander sent 50,000 men against the 
little insurgent army, and the latter, 
acting with admirable strategy, seemed 
to disappear, and the beat eflbrta of the 
Spanish generala have failed to discover 
their whereabouts. Gomez is pushing 
onward from the east with all the men 
lie can muster, at the same time protect 
ing hia retreat. 

The insurgent bands are, in the mean- 
time, carrying the torch to the very 
gates of Havana. The flames of the 
burning property can be seen from the 
roof of the Captain-General's palace, the 
sound of lirearms have been frequently 
beard of late in the suburbs, and except 
to hold the cities, the Spaniards are ab- 
solutely powerless, though they have 
burned every roof capable of sheltering 
a wounded insurgent, destroyed every- 
thing likely to give them food and in 
every way have tried to crush the strug- 
gle for freedom, not in open conflict, but 
by adopting the very guerilla tactics they 
taunt the Cubans with employing, in- 
cluding the burning of the insurgent hos- 
pitals and the slaughter of the helpless 
sufl'erera, according to all reports. 

The civil governor is known to be 
using bis influence with the commercial 
bodies here to bring about Weyler'a re- 
call, and protests against his conduct 
have been sent to Madriil recently in 
great number, couched in tlio most em- 
phatic terms of disgust and disapproval. 
All ell'orta to cable such matter to Mad- 
rid from here have been frustrated by 
the Captain-General. But this haa not 
prevented several urgent niea.sagea being 
sent from Key West to Madrid, and it ia 
believed the action taken will not fail to 
have the deaired effect in the near future. 

This movement against Weyler haa ita 
root in the most inlluontial circles, the 
very quarter where Spain counts her 
staunchest supporters, and therefore it 
is not believed poaaiblo that the govern- 
ment can much longer ignore the fact 
that little or nothing can be done to- 
wards the real aohition of- the Cuban 
question so long aa Cant. -Gen. Weyler 
is in command. His military incapiicity 
is not the only feature complained of. 
The air ia full of war rumors and rotten 
contracts, of aoldiera Buffering from lack 
of food, medicine and ammunition, 
which, isaued by some meana or other, 
have fallen into the hands of the insur- 
genta or have entirely failed to material- 
ize. Even the army contractora have 
turned against the Captain-General, and 
that, -as military men are aware, means 
a great deal. 

'rhe rumor that Maximo Gomez vns 
contemplating surrendering to the Span- 
iah authorities haa been traced to Span- 
ish oflicial sources, aa usual, and it ia 
pronounced by friends of the Cubans 
who are always well informed, to be ut- 
terly false. They add that aa long as 
General Weyler is in Cuba no proposi- 



tion looking to a peaceful, settlement of 
the Cuban question will''be ,' accepted by 
the insurgent leaders, although it ia 
known that a atrong party of the inaur- 
genta now under arms ia in favor of ac- 
cepting a fair home.\rule jproppsition as 
soon as the -detaila can 'predetermined 
upon. 

The war party, however, prevails over 
the peace party, the former being 
strengthened, it ia said by assurances re- 
ceived from, the- New York junta that if 
the Spaniards do not aucceed in cruah- 
ing the jebellion or in bringing about a 
settlement of the questiona at issue be- 
fore ne.xt autumn, the United Statea will 
interfere and bring about the establish- 
ment of a republic in Cuba. 

The General whom the Spanish party 
here deaire in place of Weyler ia Polia- 
vieja, now Captain-General of the Philip- 
pine islands. Poliavieja, who knows 
Cuba thorpughly, is said by the . Span- 
ikrda-to be an hpne^ t mkn und a general 
who can be counied upon to terminate 
the war in short order. 

The advent of Gomez into the western 
part of Cuba is liable to be the straw 
which will turn the tide in favor of 
Weyler's recall, which ia only held back 
becauae the Spanish ministry does not 
like to be placed ia the position of giv- 
ing way in thia matter to the condemna- 
tion w-hich the Captain-General and haa 
methoda have met with in the American 
newspapers. 

SPANISK-AMEKICAN AGREEMENT. 

Weyler to Be Recalled— The Minister at 
Wasblngton to Receive Special 
Consideration. 

New York, Jan. 15.— A special from 
Waahington to the World says that in 

pursuance of an agreement between Sec- 
retary Olney and Premier Canovaa for 
the settlement of the Cuban question, 
Capt. Gen. Weyler is to be recalled and 
succeeded by Gen. Emilo Calleja, before 
March 1. Senor De Lome will receive the 
higheat honora his government can be- 
stow in recognition of his services in the 
settlement. He will be decorated by the 
t^ueen Regent with the most exalted or- 
der in Spain. It will be left optional 
with him to return to hia native land 
immediately and be made governor of 
one of tl' e peninsular provinces. A mag 
nificent gold croaa has already been cast 
to commemorate his diplomatic achieve- 
ments, and this will be publicly pre 
sen ted to him by the Queen Regent if 
he chooses to return to Spain. If hede 
sires to remain here it will be sent by a 
special envoy. It is already predicted 
that De Lome will become premier of 
Spain.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Jan. 16.— Constable Hutchi- 
son, of Union, yesterday brought down 
two prisoners for trial, one a marine who 
had got drunk, broken into a house and 
turned the goodd oxxt of the ^windows, 
and the other, an Indian who thad been 
drinking in connection with a forbidden 
potlaeh. ' 

The Silver Tip claim on Texada island 
haa been purchased by a Vancouver 
.'•yiulicate, and work will be pushed vigor- 
ously. The shaft is down (iO feet, and 
will be sunk down at once. The Van 
Anda company have shipped several 
hundred sacks of ore to tlie smelter at 
Tacoma.

ROSSLAND. 

(From the Hosslmider.) 

A verv rich strike has been made on 
the O. K. mine. A quartz vein eight 
inches wide with free gold visible has 
now Widened out to two feet and a half. 
Two tons of the ore has teen taken out, 
but none of it has been assayed yet. 

The drift at the bottom of the Sunset 
shaft is in 14 feet, and has three feet of 
shipping ore in the face. This drift is 
being driven at the rate of two feet in 2-1 
hours, by tiiree eight-hour shifts. Stock 
in the Canadian Gold Fields Syndicate, 
which owns the Sunset, is selling well in 
the East. 

"Work on the Mabel, situated on the 
eastern base of Red mountain, is Koing 
steadily along night and day. At ])re- 
eent work is being pushed in the lower 
tunnel, which enters the side of the hill 
a little above the saw-mill road, and 
about 150 yards from the comprcsaor of 
the Cliff.

Ten 
feet from the face a winze w'r.a sunk 22 
feet on the vein, with a crosscut at the 
bottom showing live feet of clean ore, 
some of which carries a big percentage of 
copper.

WEST K0OTENA.Y RAILWAYS. 

Highly Important Cornections Contemplated 
by the C. P. R.— Communications 

by VVftter. 

The Nelson Miner claims to have some 
inside information concerninj; the inten- 
tions of the C.P.R. in regard to railway 
e^itension in West Kootenay. After 
pointing out that the V-aiUvay, which 
this company is about to construct from 
tlio foot of Slocan lake to the Columbia 
i& Kootenay road running between Nel- 
son and Robson, will sive a connection 
with the Columbia A Western, now in 
process of construction from Trail to 
Robson, the Miner says: 

Another part of the plan ia to lay a 
third rail on the Columbia & Western 
between Trail and Koasland, so that 
standard guage cars can be run over the 
line. Witli this done it will be possible 
by June 1 , for the C.l'.R. to not only de- 
liver ore in cars from Slocan lake iiointe 
at the Trail smelter, but to deliver at 
Rossland freight in car lots, without 
breaking bulk, from all points in East- 
ern Canada. In other words the C.P.R. 
will then have a through line to Ross- 
land. 

But this is not all. When the C.P.R. 
gets into Rossland it will be within a 
few hundred yards o£ the Columbia and 
Red Mountain, and on about the same 
level. It .will therefore be a very easy 
matter to make the connection between 
the two systems and thus get G.P.E. 
cars right into Spokane. Spokane has 
long wanted a connection of this kind. 
She now has a chance to get it, and that 
in a manner altogether unexpected. 

The bearing, therefore, of the building 
of the road froia the foot of Slocan lake 
upon the development of West ICootenay 
and the adjacent territory is hardly to be 
comprehended at first glance. It ia one 
of the most important moves ever made 
in the history of the country. 

The Miner says there are producing 
mines on Carpenter, Four-JIilo Eight- 
Mile, Ten-Mile, Springer and Lemon 
OreekSj all of which run into I^ake 
Slocan, and that if present indications 
hold good the output from the njines 
around the lake will be enormous. To 
accommodate the expected traffic ''the 
C.P.R. people are \building a large 
steamer at Bosebery, the point where 
their Naknsp line tenches the upper end 
of the lake and some largeibargea. This 
steamer and these barges will be run be- 
tween Rosebery and Slocan City, the 
latter point being the place where the 
new road running south from the Slocan 
mines is to start. These barges will 
carry freight and passenger cars just as 
the barges now do running between 
Arrowhead and Nakusp." 

In addition to this the Miner says : 
It ie generajly believed that an under- 
standing haa been arrived at between Mr. 
Heinzo of the Trail smelter and the C. 
P. 11. people, whereby the Trail smelter 
ia to put in furnaces for the treatment of 
lesid and silver ores.

THE ROUTE TO THE YUKON. 

Among the matters which will come 
up for consideration before the legisla- 
ture will be how best to reach the Yul;on 
baain from tlio Coast. The permanency 
of this region as a gold producer may be 
regarded as estabiished and it ia alto- 
gether probable that systematic proa- 
pecting will bring to light much addi- 
tional valuable ground. As the greater 
part of the auriferous area drained by 
tlie Vul;;on ia Canadian territory, it be- 
comes a matter of sonio importance to 
have aa near as may bean all Canadian 
route into it. Until the boun- 
dary of Southeastern Alaska shall 
bo finally determined doubt will 
remain as to the ownership 
of the licad of Lynn Canal and alao that 
of Taku Inlet. Throe Seattle gentle- 
men have liled in the Statcoi Waaliington 
a memorandum of incorporation of acom- 
pany which proposes to build a railway 
by way of Ghiluoot Pass to the Yukon 
waters. This has been done at the in- 
stance of some English promoters. Per- 
haps the uncertainty aa to title may 
prevent anything being donr for the 
gresent, at least, in the way of railway 
construction at this point. The attorney 
of the promoters stated a few weeks ago 
that be was entirely in the dark aa to 
the intention of his clients. A good 
deal has been said about the feasibility 
of a route for a railway from the head of 
Taku Inlet to Lake Tealin, but the Inlet 
has a very bad reputation for storms, 
fogs and drifting ice. Whether or not 
the Stickeen all'ords a solution of the 
problem is yet an open question. There 
ia an eiitire absence of ofiicial informa- 
tion on the subject and considerable 
dill'erence of opinion among such private 
individuals who claim to bo able 
to apeak from experience. There 
are, however, some considerations in 
favor of this route which render it very 
desirable that its availability should be 
established it possible. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA IGNORED. 

The Tariff Commission will not visit 
British Columbia. The reason given ia 
that the time at its disposal is not long 
enoagh. To this it may be properly 
answered that the Commisaion ought to 
have laid out its programme better. 
Xome of the largest business houses in 
Canada are in this Province, and the 
commerce of the Pacific is growing at a 
Tate which bids fair soon to make the 
W cstern coast of the Dominion a cIoec 
rivitl of its Atlantic seaboard in the race 
for commercial supremacy. In view of 
the fact thot Mr. Tarte was kind 
euough to come out and discover 
jlritish Columbia and Messrs. Blair and 
J-);ivies were prompt to realize that " the 
hope of Canada lies in this direction," it 
seems somewhat remarkable that tbey 
liavo not been able to impress their col- 
Ipiigues in the Cabinet with the desir- 
ability, not to say necesaity, of conault- 
jng the business men and fanners of tbia 
3*rovinee as to their views on the tarill'. 
The development of mining in IBritish 
Columbia bids fair, in the opinion of 
the visiting Ministers, to astonish the 
\rorld and revolutionize the Western por- 
tion of the Dominion. Surely, then, it 
ought to hevc been worth while for the 
tariff cominissioners to make a few en- 
quiries hero as to what changes, if any, 
our people wouid like to have made in 
the schedule of duties. Tlie truth of the 
matter seems to be that Sir Richard 
Cartwright, who appears to be the real 
tiiiancc minister, baa yettogive evidence 
of his appreciation of the fact that Can- 
ada readies West of Lake Superior. To 
him the rest of the Dominion is a sort of 
excrescence on Ontario, and he has not 
yet been able to get out of his eyes tlie

The Principals in a Family Fend Surrender 
Their Arms to Cliiel of Police 
Sheppard. 

Mr. W. ]'). Harrison, well known as an 
athlete and a record maker of more than 
local reputation, is a man who hna been 
hiding his light under a bushel. He has, 
it is true, won the plaudits of tho nialti- 
tudo by his perfornmiices on the athletic 
field, but in none of his highest jumps, 
his speediest sprints, or bia sky-scrapiiig 
throws of the liammer has he made the 
unqualified hit that be did yesterday 
morning, when he appeared before a 
crowded audience as an elocutionist. 

Tho police conrt chambers were the 
sceneof the recital, and it gathered addi- 
tional interest from tho fact tluit iMr. 
Hairison'a readings were from his own 
works — ^seiectiona from letters which he 
had written to one .Mrs. Estea, and as a 
secpiel to which Mr. Flatea ajjfieared aa ii 
)>olice court ilefendant, charged by Mr. 
Harrison with having made sundry sun 
guinary threats to (\irve, shont, uiurder, 
kill, maim and otherwise ill-treat hiui 
the said W. \<j.

In the witness box the complainant

He fin- 
ally located ttie complainant, and leav- 
ing hia wife on guard at tho back door 
with a club, wailed for Harrison to come 
out hj' the front door. He chose another 
exit, liowever, and still lives. 

After lie had related this thrilling ex- 
perience to I\lagistrate Macrae yesterday 
he waa placed on the rack of crosa-ex- 
aniination and asked if he had not writ- 
ten numerous letters to Mrs. Estcs cal- 
culated to induce her husband to start 
on tlie warpath, He did not think ihia 
was a (juestion at issue, but the court 
thonizht otherwise. Then he was asked 
to read several letters which couueqI for 
the defence produced; as they were his 
own productions he modestly declined 
until the scruples which he entertained 
were also overruled. The letters proved 
aa poetic and amatory aa Mr. Estes' 
threats had been martial, and their read- 
ing provoked so great enthusiasm that 
the clearing of the court room was 
threatened. 

On the; conclusion the Magistrate clis- 
miascd the information and ordered both 
prosecutor and defendant to turn over 
their weapons of war to Chief of I'olice 
Sheppard. If that officer desired to lay

Extradition Froejsadiags in Spokane Over 
ttie Vernon Prisoner Who Escaped 
a. Year Ago. 

Word eomes-to the Colonist Itpm Spo- 
kane that John McKinnon, wanted at 
Vfttnon for cattle stealing, baa been ar- 
rested, and that extradition proceedings 
are now in progress. 

In October, 1806, John McKinnon, a 
butcher at Vernon, was arrested for cat- 
tle stealing. He liad been for a long 
time suspected a.nd finally enough evi- 
dence waa secured to connect liiiu with 
the theft of boiuu cattle from tlie ranch 
of Z\Ir. 0"Keefo. Mclvinnon bad two 
charges airainst him and was committed 
for trial on the first one, with the second 
still to como. 

As the constable waa placing liini in 
the lockup in the evening McKinnon 
made a break for hia liberty, got away 
fiom his guard and bolted into the dark- 
ness of night, escaping across the line 
into Waaliinguon state. All track of hiiu 
waa lost till a few days ago when he 
turned up a Spokane, and tlie city offic- 
ers arrested him. Proviincial Constable 
SvtnoDs is now at Spokane awaiting the 
esult of the extradition proceedings be- 
fore Judge Kenyon, as McKinnon re- 
fuses to go buck to Vernon voluntarily. 
It is thought that the British Columbia 
authorities will be successful in tlieir 
efforts to have him e.Nitradited.

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Kew Avenues of Comnuuiication Re- 
ceive Consideration by the 
Board of Trade. 



Development .of the Yukon Conntry 
—A New Zealander on Gov- 
ernment Ownership. 



ThbuRh several important questione 
•were before the quarterly meeting of thie 
■board of trade yesterday, some of them 
had already been diseuesed by the coun- 
cil, 80 that onlv a few of tho subjoctB 
were new busiaees. The Preaident, in 
making the usual quarterly report from 
the council of the board, referred, in 
passing, to the loss sustained by the 
death of Mr. Gustav Leiser, the vice- 
proaident, and asked the board to con- 
iirm the election of Mr. G. Kirk to 
fill the position. This waa unaoimoua- 
ly adopted. 

The next matter taken up was the re- 
port of the committee on manufactures, 
presented at the last council meeting, in 
reference to the recommendations that 
it would be advisable to make to tho de- 
partment of trade and commerce, at Ot- 
tawa, in reply to the request for the 
views of the board on the best methods 
for increasing the trade of the 
province, The opinion being expressed 
that it would be better for the council 
of the board to first deal with the report 
before presenting it to the whole board, 
the matter was accordingly laid ovor. 

Then came the report dealt with by 
the council at their last meeting as to 
advisable changes in the law respecting 
the registration of mining companies in 
the province. It having already been 
decided by the council to forward the re- 
port to the minister of mines, Mr. 
Thomas Earle, M.l'., considered it out 
of order to bring it before tho board. 
However, he wanted it at tho same lime 
understood that he did not object to the 
matter being considered by the board. 

The president acknowledged that it 
was somewhat out of order, but under 
the circumatances, as a very important 
Buject was dealt with in the report, lie 
considered it best to put the whole thing 
before the general board. 

Dr. Milne moved that a copy of the 
report be sent to each member of the 
board, and also to the provincial boards 
of trade. 

Mr. Futcher objected to any more de- 
lay. The report was the lesnlt of in- 
foroaation gathered from leading cham- 
bers of commerce and from managers of 
banks. Time was short, and if they ex- 
pected the information to be of any use 
to the Minister of Mines this session 
they should send it in at once. 

.Mr. O. D. BInson would like to see the 
proposed changes retroactive, bo tbat 
the mining companies .would not be 
working under several different kinda of 
acts. 

Mr. William Wilson gave it as his 
opinion that in mining prospectuses it 
should be stated what the promoters 
were receiving for the property they were 
capitalizing. 

Too many restrictions on mining com- 

Canies would, in Col. Prior's opinion, be 
ad, for it would certainly stop English 
capitalists from investing in British Col- 
umbia mmes, The public had no more 
right to demand that a man who bougiit 
a mine, and wanted to sell it, 
p.hould state what he paid foe 
liie property than that Mr. Wilson 
Ehould disclose the price he paid for a 
pair of socks, that cost him perhaps 15 
cents, and which he wanted to seL for 
50 cents. 

Some further discuaalon followed, and 
eventually Dr. Milne's resolution was 
carried. 

Mr. Alexander Begg, who was present 
by request to address the board on the 
Yukon country, pointed out tlie value of 
the trade of that district. Ho referred 
to tho fact that British Columbia was 
not getting as much of that trade as she 
should, and favored a route by the 
Stickeen through British territory to the 
Yukon in nreierence to other routes. 
He bad applied for a charter for a rail- 
road by the Stickeen, and had met with 
very encouraging success from business 
men in his enterprise. 

Mr. W. Sarel followed, speaking on 
tho value of tho growing trade of the 
Yukon and pointir.g out that whereas 
goods taken round by Alaska were sub- 
ject to duty if bought in Canada, this 
disadvantage would be done away with 
if there was an all British route. Con- 
sequently aoch a route would be of great 
benefit to the business men of the prov- 
ince. He, like Mr. Begg, favored the 
Stickeen route to Teslin lake in prefer- 
ence to the Yukon route. 

Capt. John Irving, speaking from his 
large experience in the North, dill'ered 
from Mr. Bege and Mr. SareU He had 
arranged witlT English people to build a 
railway from a certain point in Alaska to 
the headwaters of the Yukon, and if that 
was built Victoria would get the benefit 
of the route. He would not, however, 
disclose just what his route was. 

Mr. Sarel explained that all he wanted 
was that the government wlicn tliey 
were examining tho different routes, 
should alao look into the Stickeen route. 

A little address by Mr. Haggen, a 
journalist from New Zealand, wound up 
the day's proceedings. Mr. Haggen was 
present at the request of the board to 
give them a little information about the 
colony from which he came. He had 
sent t(< New Zealand since his arrival 
liere a variety of information about 
British Columbia, and he was of opinion 
that at the uext session of the New Zea- 
land legislature a grant would bo passed 
to enable the Canadian-Australian liners 
to call at Now Zealand. Speaking about 
New Zealand railwavs, Mr. Haggen siiid 
they were all with one exception 
owned by tho government, the 
the mileage being about -1,000, and 
the people were so pleased with the re- 
flult that they would not go back to pri- 
vate ownership again. He mentionad. 
too, that the freehold system of lands had 
been anperaeded by the government giv- 
ing lnBteada;999 years' lease ; restrictions 
were' made so that speculators could not 
get large tracts of hind. Money was also 
advanced to the farmers by tho govern- 
ment at -i percent., either to threo- 
lifths of the value of freeholds or to half 
the value of improvements on leased 
landu. The narrow gauge railways were 
in favor in his country, as th«y were 
cheaper than tiio broad gaugi?. Tlie gov- 
ernment railway employes could not bo 
removed through political inUucncp, an 



they had a right of appeal to a court of 
arbitration. In replying to questions, 
-Mr;.-Haggen said that though tho rail- 
ways in If e{V|[ Zealand' did ' not actually 
pay, yet'they wonld 'it' the public ser- 
vices they.flid, Buoh ks . mail carrying,

A vote of thanks to the three gentle- 
men who made addresses was passed be- 
fore adjournment and Messrs. J. J. 
ShallcrofiB, W. T. Andrews and .T. T. 
Bethane were elected members of the 
board. _ •

Along the water front yesterday the 
proposition of Captain Balcom to bring 
ont to this coast a crew of Mic-mac In- 
dians from the Atlantic seaboard was 
largely discussed, for in tho realization 
of the scheme and its .'general adoption 
difficulties heretofore almost insur- 
mountable will, it is believed, be over- 
come. The Indians of the West Coast 
will not be so independent in their deal- 
ngs with the white skippers ; incentives 
for good work will bo developed : and 
our own Siwashes will find in tho Mic- 
macs' industry an object lesson. But 
Captain Balcom is not tho only sealer 
whj is going in for the Mic-mac Indians. 
An understanding has been arrived at 
botween the owners ancU share- 
holders of half a dozen" vessels 
to experiment with the .Nova Scotia 
natives, and as a result Captain Balcom 
in leaving for the East to-morrow will 
be accompanied by Captain H. F. 
Siewerd. These navigators will go dir- 
ect to Lunenburg from here, and will 
engage over one hundred Mic-macs, re- 
turning with their men in time for this 
year's sealing operations. In speaking 
of his plans yesterday. Captain Balcom 
stated that the Indians would be brought 
here to stay, and would be located on an 
island, comprising some five or six hun- 
dred acres of arable land, situated be- 
tween Clayocjuot and Ahousat. Natur- 
ally he could not give the terms of agree- 
ment on which the scheme would be 
carried into effect, but lie was confident 
that there would be no difDcultics 
encountered in completing his arrange- 
ments. The Indians can be hired at 
wages that would astonish the West 
Coasters, and as for their canoes, it is 
only necessary for the material to be 
brought along if they otherwise prove to 
bo cumbersome in transit. This 
material is birch-hark, and it is not only 
used in the construction of the canoes, 
but in the making of the , comfortable 
little huts which are the Indian homes 
in winter. They will reeiuire no such 
domiciles immediately after their arrival, 
for it is expected tho schooners which 
they are to man, and which are the Dora 
Sioward, ZiUah May, Walter L. Rich, 
Mascot, Favorite and Ida Etta, will by 
that time be ready to go to sea without 
delay. 

QUEEN OF THE COAST. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany's Queen is now, indeed, the queen 
of the coast, for no more splendid cratt 
goes in and out of the (iolden tiate, 
says the San Francisco Call. Upward 
of f 175,000 has been expended on her 
until she is, excepting the hull, a new 
steamer' Engines and boilers and all 
her furniture are just from the shops, 
^nd all tho skill of the workmen of the 
Union Iron Works has been expended 
in her refittings. On her trial trip 
around the Farallones she carried a 
number of invited guests as occupants of 
the beautiful saloons. The steamer ran 
smoothly, her great engines working 
like the machinery of a watch. From 
exact measurement it was found that 
she will make seventeen knots at all 
times and under all conditions. The 
next coast steamer to lay up for repairs 
is the Pomona, which will be supplied 
with a new furnace. The Corona will 
take on the Eureka run and the Mexico 
will take the Corona's run to San Diego.

THE CHILCOOT-YUKON ROUTE. 

To Tilt; Ki)|:'ok: — A jumbled dinpatch 
from Ottawa, January 113, appeared in 
the Times of yesterday. It sounded 
loudly ttie ])rai.seB of a proposed rail- 
road from the head of I^ynn canal to 
Fort Selkirk, on Vukon river; Hotting 
forth that that route was tho best and 
only practicalile route to the " vast gold 
areas of the Yukon basin." The state- 
ment is incorrect. There is another and 
a nmch better route, just to be opened 
through British Columbia, by tho way 
of Stickeen river and Teslin lake. It is 
said to be altogether superior to the 
road advocated in the dispatch referred 
to. A charter to have the por- 
tion supplied by a railroad be- 
tween Stickeen river and Teslin 
lake, is applied for. There will ho no 
portages; no vexatious delays from Uni- 
ted States' customs, as there would be 
on the other route, and the distance from 
Wrangel to the junction of Hootalin(iiia 
river with Thirty Mile river, where the 
routes mentioned converge, is about the 
same by either. The Lynn canal and 
Cliilcoot route has a very bad character 
to start out with ; for, in November 189,5, 
tho mail-carrier is said to have been ob- 
liged to abandon the mail-bag in the 
snow whilst crossing the summit of 
Cliilcoot Pass, nearly 3,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, only distant nine miles, 
where it remained buried in a huge 
snowdrift until August 189G, when it was 
found. If the above statement /from a 
United States paper be true, the Stikesn 
and Teslin Lake route is certainly pre- 
ferable. Tksi.in

Kcsumption of Operations in Many 
Maunfacturiug Concerns— Bank 
Clearings— Failure List. 



Xkw p:'oKK, Jan. 15. — E. G, Dun & 
Co. 's weekly review saya: The greatest 
i;rowth and prosperity the country ever 
had seen has come suddenly in 1897 after 
aeveral months of disappointment be- 
cause Bpocie reanmption had not brought 
the benefit expected. It is not the largest 
and moat powerful veasel that can be 
started the most quickly, and it takes 
time for new confidence to reach us. 
Gradual and steady improvement has 
been in progress for more than two 
months, besides the output of pig iron 
gained 12.3 per cent, iu December, and 
41,0 per cent, since October 1. The out- 
put of coke has increased 88.7 por cent, 
since October 1. Tlie sales of 
wool again become iarge altliougli 
they are not yet fully reported. 
The money markets feel a sli^'ht increase 
in the demand for commercial and man- 
ufacturing loans. Additional works 
went into operation each week in Janu- 
ary, and the working force is larger than 
at any other time for six months. Best 
of all, there is little excitement. It is 
not a time of low prices ; natural, lasting 
growth dpea not begin as the flurry did 
in 1895, by fgrcing up pricea without re- 
gard to the conauming demand. The 
loweat general average in pricea in 
1879— the lowest for ten yeara after the 
panic of 1873— came several months after 
solid improvement had begun. 

Many who are anxious to got an early 
hold ou the market are working for the 
jnoment at lower prices than they could 
maintain. Some have secured orders 
enough for months to come and begin to 
be less keen in the competition. Tex 
tile manufacturers are encouraged by the 
demand for goods which slowly 
creases, though more print clotlia were 
sold than for many weeks. Some means 
of clearing a way for the enormous sur- 
plus has become a necessity. Lower 
prices are expected in goods and slow 
buying la not unnatural since cotton has 
fallen 17.8 per cent, from September 11 ; 
print cIotliB 7 per cent., bleached goods 
^ to 5 per cent, and brown goods 2^^, 4 
and 43^ per cent. Though woollen goods 
are not improved there have been enor- 
mous purchases of wool by large mills 
not in the records, which cover for the 
two weeks of January 11,110,300 pounds 
at the three chief markets, aiiainst 11,- 
Sl7,GG0 last year and 10,078,815 in 1895. 

Some large purchases of leather, in- 
'•hiclinL' ten thousand sides of grained, 
indicate that the siioe manufactories are 
seeing their way to more active work, 
and the shipmerrts from the East in 
January thus far are twenty per cent, 
larger than last year. Hides at Chicago 
are 2'.. per cent, lower; the wheat mar- 
ket has varied but slightly, closing a 
<iuarter of a cent lower. Western re- 
ceipts for the week, 1,505,032 bushels, 
againat 2,916,274 last year. They were 
checked by storms and by current prices 
lower than farmers' expectations. The 
Atlantic exports were 1,456,408 bushels, 
pour included, and for the two weeks of 
January 3,385,317 bushels, againat 4,483,- 
390 last year. Traders begin to' realize 
thatenormous exports of corn are taking 
the place of wheat in foreign consump- 
tion, and will lessen the demand if wheat 
becomes dearer. 

Cotton took a rise of an eighth on a 
trader's estimate, without change in 
conditions. The failures for the week 
liave been 455 in the United States, 
against 395 last year, and 71 in Canada, 
against 81 last year. The bank clear- 
ances for the Dominion of Canada were: 

Montreal, ifl0,'.i39,!)77, decrease, (3.4 per 
cent.; Toronto, $4,150,208, increase, 4 per

COMMONWEAL CONFERENCE. 

Unemployed Called Upon to Meet in Wash- 
ington in February— Coxey tbe ■ 
MovinB Spirit. 

St. Louis, Jan. 15:— The feature of the 
commonweal conference just concluded 
is the resolution of Gen. Jacob S. Coxey 
calling for a second assembling of the 
unemployed workingmen all over tbe 
country for the purpose of making such 
a demonstration as shall appeal to the 
executive branches, not only of congress, 
but of every state in the Union, in the 
hope of inducing legislation that will 
ameliorate the present condition of the 
workingmen. The resolution is a re- 
vival of the agitation which resulted in 
the march of the commonweal army to 
Washington. It calls upon the unem- 
ployed in the United States to assemble 
in the public square or other public 
place on February 22, Washington's 
birthday, in open masB meeting. It is 
the intention to reeister each unem- 
ployed workingman in every city and 
town and to forward these records to 
Washington with unremitting regularity 
until some concentrated action is taken 
by congress to improve the condition of 
labor.

Death of the Representative of the United 
States at Honolulu, 

I S.^^ Fii.\.vcisco, Jan, 15. — Advices just 
received from Honolaln per ateamahip 
Monowai are aa follows; United States 
Minister Albert S. Willis died at .S I'lO 
a.m. January 'i, after an illness covering 
[ several monllis, the eli'ect wpon his 
health resulting from an attack of 
pneumonia f.'-oni which be auH'ered while 
|oulii9 vacation to the States, In April 
last the minister and family left Hawaii 
[or a visit to tlieir old home at Louia- 
I villo. While in Sau Francisco, on the 
: return trip, the minister contracted a 
I severe cokl, which sottled upon his 
lungs. This was the iininediate cause of 
his death. 
In September. l.'-;:i.'i, Mr. Willis was 
lajipointed by President Cleveland as 
I minister to H:iwnii, succeeding Jiimea 
jH. Blount, who acted temporarily after 
I the recall of the late John L. Stevens, 
Jlr. Willis reached Honolulu by the Aus- 
tralia on October 4, 1893, and met one of 
tlip stormiest problems ever referred to 
a foreign diplomat in tlawuii. During 
bis residence in Honolulu iu an oflicial 
capacity, Miniater Willis jierforined the 
duties of hia ollice in a quiet, dignilied 
rmuiner; he made no display at jirivate 
or public ftinctiuuB an<l v.-aa looked upon 
as an unasHUmiiig, genial Southern gen- 
tleman, acting always in matters of a 
diplomatic nature in a severely conser- 
vative way,
